8. (Withdrawn) A retractable seat as defined in claim 5, wherein one end of the support 
member is supported by a support portion that is provided adjacent to an upper end portion :>f the 
rear leg, and wherein the other end of the support member is rotatably connected to the f bor in 
front of the rear leg. 

9. (Withdrawn) A retractable seat as defined in claim 5, wherein the support mcmi>er is 
connected to the rear leg by an operating link, so as to synchronously move therewith. 

10. (Withdrawn) A retractable seat as defined in claim 5, wherein one end of the support 
member is pivotally connected to the seat cushion via an axis common to the rear le:;;, and 
wherein the other end of the support member is slidably connected to the floor in front of ti).: rear 
leg, so as to move in forward and rearward directions of the seat.

13. (Original) A retractable seat as defined in claim 4 further comprising ,i lock 
mechanism provided on the leg to be supported by the support member, and wherein one i:nd of 
the support member is connected to the lock mechanism, so as to be locked when the sei.il is in 
the use condition, and wherein the other end of the support member is rotatably connected 10 the 
floor. 

14. (Original) A retractable seat as defined in claim 13, wherein the lock mechanism 
provided on the leg to be supported by the support member is unlocked when the scat is changed 
from the use condition to the retracted condition, so that the support member can move relative 
to the leg in synchronism with an operation of the link mechanism. 

15. (Original) A retractable seat as defined in claim 14, wherein the support mennl er is 
positioned behind the leg to be supported thereby when the seat is in the use condition. 

1 6. (Original) A retractable seat as defined in claim 1 , wherein the floor is formed v . ith a 
receiving recess for receiving the seat, and wherein the link mechanism including the fro.: it leg

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and the rear leg is arranged and constructed to fold down backwardly and be received wiij-in the 
receiving recess when the seat is changed to the retracted condition. 

17. (Original) A retractable seat as defined in claim 1, wherein the seat comprise!-: a rear 
seat. 

18. (Original) A retractable seat, comprising: 
a seat cushion; 

a seat back rotatably supported on the seat cushion; 

a link mechanism for supporting the seat cushion on a floor, the link mechsinism 
including a front leg and a rear leg that are pivotally connected to the seat cushion and the floor, 
so that the seat can be switched between a use condition and a retracted condition; and 

a drive mechanism for moving the front and rear leg, the drive mechanism including a 
reciprocable operating member, and a first connection member that interconnects one of the front 
and the rear leg and the reciprocable operating member. 

1 9. (Original) A retractable seat, comprising: 
a seat cushion; 

a seat back rotatably supported on the seat cushion; 

a link mechanism for supporting the seat cushion on a floor, the link mechrioism 
including a front leg and a rear leg that are pivotally connected to the seat cushion and the iloor, 
so that the seat can be switched between a use condition and a retracted condition; and
